power plant. A large number of medium and small-scale power stations and lockg«te 
power strtions are under constiuction in different parts of the country. 


Nearly 60 medium- and small-scale power stations were commissioned after the 

19th plenary weeting of the Fifth Central Committee of the Workers Party of Kores 
(December 1979) which put forward the policy of building dikes on rivers and 
constructing many hydropower stations. And the construction of more power stations 
of this type has already begun.
